This year has marked an improvement in the way the Town 
and Village officers have administered the affairs of the com- 
munity. Previously these officers have had no special place for 
doing their town and village business. The Old Library build- 
ing has been rented from the Vermont Marble Company and 
Mr. Charles Holden has been secured to act as Assistant Town 
and Village Treasurer and Assistant Town Clerk and the Town 
Clerk ^s office has been kept open for hours convenient for the 
town people. 

Mr, Holden has done practically all of the office work of 
the different town and village officers and considerable of the 
outside work. The office has been usually open from eight to 
twelve and one to five and additional hours during tax time. 

The To^vn and Village join in this arrangement, each pay- 
ing one-half the expense.

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Health Officer^s Report 



Contagioias and infectious diseases have been unusually 
prevalent in our community during the past year. There were 
reported 70 cases of whooping cough, 39 cases of cliicken pox 
and 321 cases of measles. 

There have been two out-breaks of scarlet fever. The first 
was limited to five children in one family. The second one came 
from two separate sources of infection. Apparently this last 
out-break is limited as there is no case in town at present. 
Seventeen cases were reported. 

The 9 diphtheria cases have been scattered. Only in two 
instances has it been possible to trace the infection to other 
cases. 

One case of epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis has oc- 
curred. 

From the above communicable diseases there have been 
only two deaths, one each from measles and whooping cough. 

During the early winter the new isolation hospital was used 
for the treatment of scarlet fever patients. Six patients were 
admitted. It is reasonable to expect that with the com^pletion 
and general use of this building we shall be able greatly to 
restrict the spread of communicable diseases. 

Another factor which vidll help us in the control of disease 
among school children is the thorough and competent manner 
in which our schools are being inspected by a nurse especially 
trained for the work. 

Nearly every month samples of our milk supply have been 
sent to the State Laboratory for analysis. A majority of the 
specimens so sent have contained visible dirt. A careful com- 
pliance of the milk producers with the State Board's rules for 
producing clean milk would certainly improve matters. 

There have been 37 deaths during the year. Permits were 
issued for eleven removals, twenty interments in the. South 
Street Cemetery, and six interments in Riverside.
